He works on tbe same terms, at 
the same place and for tbe same 
wages that his father and his grand- 
father got. He eat-i beans aod tortil- 
las as tin y ate them, and it satisfied, 
becanse he does not know any better. 
The Iab->ting peoyle are as ignorant 
as they can be. They can not read, 
and therefore they have no newspap- 
ers. They have no idea ol labor or- 
ganizationa to regulate wagea, and do 
uot know or care abont reforms, be 
cause they are satisfied with their 
c -ndition. They know nothing and 
care notbi g about e.«port prices or 
the v.'ilue uf silver or the premium on 
gold or t'le fluctuations of exchange, 
and if Ihey {ot bold of an American 
dollai it would have no more value to 
them than a Mexican dollar.

The gov- j 
eiiiiuent does not loan the bank a 
penny nndvr any circumstances 
whatever. Tha pational bank note 
L not in any aeqac a note of the gov- ^ 
ernment. The governuieui atanda as 



an endorser only and is more than 
amply secured for such endorsement. 
, The government does not even re- 
deem them temporarily when they 
come in as mutilated cunency or 
otherwise, with its own money, for 
the bank at all times mu.at keep a 
deposit ol actual cash in the U. S 
' treasury lor that purpose and must 
bold itself subject to iustant call for 
making that deposit good whenever 
I any considerable portion oi it shall 
have been used in the redemption of 
' its notes. 

The bank pays lor engraving of the 
photo from which its notes are print- 
ed, the work being done under gov- 
ernment snpervision, as a matter ol 
convenience only and for the purpose 
of securing uniformity in the issues 
of the different banks. 

Not only does tbe bank never re- 
ceive a dollar of the people's money 
on any pretext whatever, but the gov- 
ernment makes about three millions 
of dollars annually, cleafof all expen- 
ses out of the one per cent tax which 
it charges ior acting as the redemp- 
tion agent of the banks aad In ad^- 
tion the government has the use ol ' 
many millions ol dollars, the actual 
property ol the banks, which stands 
deposited in the rsdemption fund.

The Ohio County Teachers' Assos 
elation met in the Court House ball, 
Saturday, OcL 10, 1896. The house 
was called to order by Supt. Shultz 
and the program rendered as follows: 
Professional Training was ably dis- 
enssed by Frol. E. R. Ray. He says 
that the teacher should have a knowl- 
edge of the mind and its operation 
and also a knowledge of teaching. 
Emphasizing the fact that every 
teacher should attend the County As- 
sociation. D. H. Godsey also gave a 
good talk on tbe subject. 

The subject ot history by I C. 
Hoover was very interesting. He 
teaches the subject by using unbiased 
papers and thinks a great deal de- 
pends on tbe way in which the sub- 
ject is presented. 

Practical and Tbeorticat grammar 
by W. E. Morton. He said that tbe 
practical was of much greater impor- 
tance than tbe theoretical. 

The pupil as an imitator by A. S. 
Bennett was very Interesting and in- 
structive. He said that the pupils 
imitate their parents and teach- 
ers and in so doing was forming a 
character, therefore.is ot great impor- 
tance that we as teachers set right 
examples. 

Which grade needs tha moat atten- 
tion tbe primary or tbe advanced by 
I C. Hoover. Mr. Hoover gave 
qnlte a spirited talk on the subject, 
and said that tbe primary should re- 
ceive as much attention as tbe advan- 
ced. Prof. Ray and others took part 
in tbe discussion and it was very in- 
teresting. 

The pleasure I find in teaching by 
W. E. Carson was very pleasing and 
showed Mr. Carson to be a hnmane 
and sympathizing teacher. He said 
that the pleasure be found in teach- 
ing was in seeing others pleased.
